"C," which was almost wiped out by 
the insurgents, arc named in General 
Chaffee's dispatch, there being no s-ee- 
ond lieutenant now with the company.

Hughes is assembling a force 
to attack the insurgents. The insur- 
gents captured all the stores and am- 
munition of the company and all the 
rifles except twenty-sU. 


Captain Lawrence J. Hearn, of the 


Twentv-first infantry, reports a severe 
engagement with insurgents near Can- 
delaria. the Americans losing one 
killed and two wounded. The insur 
gent loss has not been ascertained 
The Americans captured 30,000 pounds 
of rice and several hundred rounds cf 
ammunition.
